At present, most power in the Communist administration of Kvangtune lies 
in the hands of natives of the Hast River district.” Thig district hag 
long been a stronghold of the most powerful landlords, vith a resulting 
atrong anti~landlordg movenent. Most covrernnons officials are veterans 
of the East River Column which vas formad shortly after tha Communists 
ware forced underground in 1927, and which existed af @ guerrille unit 
vatil the defeat of tha Natlonaliste on the nainland, They consider theme 
selves net apart from other Kvangtung natives, and carry on discussions 
in the Mandarin or Hakka dialogts. Now, although natives of other parts 
of Kvangtung ge hold office in the provincial administration, birth and 
Tesidence in the East River district appear to be the chief qualificationg 
for playing a political role o2 holding a position, vather then atnind ae 
trative ability or technical competencs. Tyo oxamoles are as follows:

went to the Last River swerrille areag and performed med 
deal services for the Communists there. On the bagis of 
his association with the Bayt River Colum, he was ap~ 

_ pointed to his present post after Commmisgt occupation of 
Canton, although his professional qualifications are very 
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limited. Hc in turn appointed onothar doctor with 
purely military experience te be sasistant director 
of the Con‘ral Hospital in Canton. hie man ia alse 
| a veteran <‘ the East River Colum. the former ai- 
rector of jie hospital, a akilled physician and 
medical afiinistrater, was unable to run the hos- 
pital ag le sew £1¢ and resigned over the opposition 
of the Corimist authorities, The chief of the Pub- 
lic Healt, Adwinistration hae taken over hia dutias,
